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The  creative  artist  is  remarkably  like  an  explorer.  The  creator,  like  the  explorer, 
begins  with  the  knowledge  and  traditions  of  the  centuries  behind  him.,  adds  to  it  what 
he  feels  to  be  the  best  of  contemporary  thinking  in  relation  to  his  problems  and  then, 
after  a  further  addition  of  his  own  curiosity  and  imagination,  ventures  forth  into  worlds 
and  universes  whose  existences  were  almost  totally  unsuspected.  The  relative  impor- 
tance of  these  elements  may  well  be  discussed  at  length,  but  it  seems  certain  that  imagi- 
nation is  a  prime  requirement. 

The  above  paragraph  constitutes  a  notable  platitude.  Everyone  accepts  the  view;  no 
one  will  dispute  it.  The  world  (with  its  scientists  and  industrialists  in  the  role  of  cre- 
ators) does  indeed  owe  its  progress  to  men  of  imagination.  But  at  least  two  areas  of 
endeavor  do  not  bask  in  this  beneficent  attitude:  contemporary  music,  with  which  we're 
concerned  here,  and  perhaps  modern  art. 

The  composer  writing  today  is  endowed  with  an  unbelievably  rich  tradition  and  an 
ever-increasing  wealth  of  technical  resource  (e.g.,  electronic  instruments,  tape  recorders, 
etc.).  Confronted  with  these  tools  and  with  the  task  before  him,  the  composer  inevitably 
wishes  to  produce  something  quite  unlike  the  work  of  his  predecessors;  since  of  course 
he  has  rejected  imitation,  which  is  the  antithesis  of  growth  and  development.  The  poly- 
phony of  Bach,  the  chromaticism  of  Wagner,  the  harmonies  of  Brahms  are  energies 
converging  upon  today's  composer;  as  they  are  refracted  through  his  unique  person- 
ality they  are  bound  to  produce  a  tonal  spectrum  that  will  sound  strange,  at  least  until 
we  become  accustomed  to  it. 

If  the  composer  were  to  invest  only  one  of  the  elements  of  music  with  novelty— say, 
for  instance,  rhythm— then  our  initiation  into  it  would  be  comparatively  simple.  But  he 
is  usually  daring  enough  to  give  us  the  benefit  of  his  explorations  in  harmony,  in  mel- 
ody, in  instrumentation,  and  in  their  infinite  interrelations— all  at  once. 

Those  whose  sympathies  are  moved  by  Herzog's  barehanded  conquest  of  the  Hima- 
layas will  find  it  easy  to  understand  why  a  composer  will  surrender  the  security  of  a 
bench  at  the  keyboard  and  hike  halfway  around  a  piano  in  order  to  plink  a  piano 
string  as  it  has  never  been  plunked  before.

WORKSHOPS:  Young  people  with  a  bent  for  writing  can  hear  their  own  creations  given 
public  voice  on  two  new  programs:  Story  Workshop  (Monday  5:45)  and  Poetry  Workshop 
(Wednesday  5:45).  The  Workshops  will  be  of  special  interest  to  people  in  their  teens  and  on 
up;  and  the  plan  is  to  present  critical  comment  along  with  the  readings. 

BBC  DRAMA:  We  might  point  out  that  the  two  World  Theatre  productions  scheduled  in 
this  Folio— Shakespeare's  "King  Richard  III"  and  "As  You  Like  It"— are  to  be  heard  on  Thurs- 
day evenings.

And  speaking  of  plays,  on  Saturday,  June  6,  at  8:35  p.m.,  we  shall  broadcast  an  adaptation 
of  Christopher  Marlowe's  "The  Tragical  History  of  Dr.  Faustus."  This  is  what  we  hope  will 
be  the  first  in  a  series  of  radio  adaptations  from  the  Radio  Division,  Department  of  Theater 
Arts,  UCLA. 

ART  EXHIBIT:  The  young  painter  whose  work  is  currently  on  display  at  the  KPFA  studios 
is  Taneyuki  Harada.  Born  in  1923,  Mr.  Harada  started  painting  while  at  the  Topaz  Relocation 
Center  in  Utah  in  1943  where  he  studied  under  Mr.  M.  Hibi.  He  has  at  various  times  been  a 
student  at  the  California  College  of  Arts  and  Crafts  and  has  exhibited  paintings  at  the  San 
Francisco  Museum  of  Art,  the  Legion  of  Honor  and  the  Oakland  Art  Gallery.
